Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  19"7!. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
district  as  at  June  1971  was  11,970,  the  same  as  last  year's  figure. 

The  figures  for  the  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  179, 
that  is  89  males  and  90  females.  This  represents  an  increase  of  20  on 
the  previous  year*  s figures  when  159  births  (89  males  and  79  females) 
were  registered. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  118  (65  males 
and  53  females)  a decrease  of  10  on  the  1970  figures. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  26  and  deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  were  classed  as  being  responsible  for  3 deaths,  a 
decrease  of  1 on  the  previous  year's  figure. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18.0  per  thousand  live  births  for  the 
country  was  the  same  as  in  1970.  This  trend  was  reflected  in  this  area  with  a 
rate  of. -22.0  per  thousand  live  births. 

A total  of  7 notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
(as  against  36  notifications  recorded  during  1970),  made  up  as  follows; - 
Measles  3?  Infective  Hepatitis  1,  Tuberculosis  (Respiratory)  2 and  Tuberculosis 
(N on-Respiratory)  1. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  have  decided  to 
eradicate  Brucellosis  from  cattle  as  it  is  a menace  to  both  animal  and  human 
health. 


This  is  being  dealt  with  by  two  methods,  the  Brucellosis  Incentive 
Scheme  and  Compulsory  Eradication  Scheme.  Basically  these  two  schemes  are  ; 

Brucellosis  Incentive  Scheme 


The  voluntary  creation  of  brucella  free  herds  by  the  farmer  undergoing 
certain  milk  and  blood  testing  and  then  when  entered  on  the  accredited  herd  list 
the  payment  of  an  incentive  premium  of  0.8p  per  gallon  for  a guaranteed  period 
of  5 years.  There  are  payments  for  beef  herds,  but  this  is  connected  with  beef 
subsidies. 

Compulsory  Eradication  Scheme 

Areas  of  the  country  will  be  cn  a progressive  basis  set  up  and 
compulsory  eradication  commenced  (similar  to  that  conducted  for  Tuberculosis 
eradication).  Reactors  to  the  tests  will  be  slaughtered  and  payments  made 
at  market  value. 
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Derbyshire  is  likely  to  be  one  of  the  last  areas  along  with. 
Cheshire  to  come  under  compulsory  eradication  and  is  approximately  4-6  years 
away.  It  is  therefore  very  advisable  for  all  farmers  to  consider  joining 
the  Voluntary  Incentive  Scheme  and  in  particular  those  farmers  who  hold 
Producer/Retailer  licences  to  bottle  raw  farm  milk  where  the  risk  to  human 
health  is  greatest. 

I have  once  again*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen*  to  place  on  record  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee*  to 
Dr.  Snaith,  the  C®unty  Medical  Officer,  to  the  General  Practitioners, 
the  Clerk,  f the  Council,  the  Chie£  Public  Health  Inspector  and  other 
Chief  Officers  for  their  support  and  assistance,  and  to  the  staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  untiring  efforts  during  the  year.

The  primary  industry  of  the  district  is  dairy  farming.  i.ilk  is 
taken  to  the  various  wholesale  dairies,  heat  treated  and  sent  out  to  the 
surrounding  towns.  In  addition  there  is  one  cheese  factory. 

In  the  north  of  the  area,  which  is  situated  on  the  carooniferous 
limestone  rock,  there  are  several  large  quarries  which  supply  lump  limestone 
for  road  making  and  sugar  beet  refining,  tarred  limestone  for  roads,  and 
limestone  dust  for  agriculture  and  industry. 

Large  deposits  of  sand  and  gravel  are  worked  for  the  supply  of 
concrete  aggregate  in  the  Midland  towns. 

There  are  also  deposits  of  special  silica  sand  which  are  made  into 
very  high  temperature  furnace  linings  at  two  works  in  the  district. 

In  the  centre  of  the  district,  there  is  a tape  mill,  and  a large 
proportion  of  female  labour  finds  employment  in  adjacent  districts  in  the 
silk  and  nylon  industry.

Vaccination  against  rubella  is  still  being  offered  to  girls 
between  their  11th  and  14-th  birthdays,  but  priority  should  be  given  to 
older  children  in  their  14th  year. 

DfflUNI SATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING-  COUCH  AND  TETANUS 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  O-re 
available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same  arrangements 
remained  in  force  throughout  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the  Coun  y 
Council  Clinic,  or  by  the  G-eneral  Practitioners  and  booster  doses  are  given 
after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed. 

B.C.C. VACCINATION 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is,  the  sc/ieme  administered  by 
the  Chest  Physicians  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on  the 
other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physicians  is  limited  to  children  who  have  been  in  contact  with 
cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  schoo 
children  of  the  age  of  13  years  and  upwards,  and,  here  I would  like  to ^comment 
that  there  is  a marked  reluctance  on  the  parents'  part  to  agree  to  their 
children  being  given  this  very  worthwhile  examination  and  test. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IIMJNISATION 

I am  indebted  to  Di . A.H.  Snaith,  County  Medical  Officer,  who  has 
kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding  diphtheria  immunisation  carried 
out  during  the  year  in  this  district.

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  freedom 
from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue  to  bring  their 
children  for  vaccination.

These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and  attention 
for  persons  who: 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  diseases,  or  being  aged  and 
inform  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from 
other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under  these 
Acts  during  the  year.

CANCER 

Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative  cytology 
in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus,  and  since  the 
29th  June,  1964,  "the  County  Health  Committee  has  agreed  to  some  of  their 
medical  staff  collecting  smears  for  cytological  examination  at  certain  County 
Council  Clinics,  and  these  facilities  are  now  available  at  :

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  for  Ambulance  Service  under 
Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  194-6,  rests  with  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council,  as  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Ambulance  Station  at  Ashbourne  j s situated  in  Park  Avenue,  near 
the  Fire  Station  and  is  manned  from  8.00  am.  to  midnight.  Whilst  the  period 
midnight  to  8.00  a.m.  is  covered  by  personnel  on  stand-by  duty,  additional 
cover  is  afforded  by  the  main  station  at  Mickleover  which  is  manned  throughout 
the  24  hours.  The  establishment  of  the  Ashbourne  Ambulance  Station  is 
1 Superintendent,  1 Senior  Driver,  and  8 Driver/Attendants.

(Telephone  Derby  47 866) 
and  may  be  admitted  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital  or  to  Walton 
Hospital,  Chesterfield. 

All  admissions  and  discharges  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  including 
Tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

I respectfully  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  work  undertaken  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1 971 . 

There  is  a need  to  improve  the  Refuse  Collection  Service  .^nd 
time  has  been  spent  in  providing  information  and  records  to  the  Local 
Authorities  Management  Services  and  Computer  Committee  (J..A.M.S  A.c) 
Officers,  who  are  at  present  carrying  out  work  study  to  provide  a 
bonus  scheme . It  is  hoped  to  achieve  a freruent  collection  of  refuse 
throughout  the  district.  The  C uncil  have  also  given  consideration 
to  the  vehicles  used  and  have  replaced  one  vehicle  and  placed  an  orde 
for  another. 

Having  regard  to  house  improvements  I am  pleased  to  record  that 
the  number  of  applications  received  is • maintaining  a fairly  constant 
average.  Though  this  work  takes  up  much  of  our  time,  there  is  great 
satisfaction  in  seeing  people  are  provided  with  better  homes. 

I respectfully  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  R.C.  Hard  and  Mrs.  H. 
Sellers  for  their  help  and  assistance  and  to  Messrs  Kay,  McMurtry  said 
Harding, Vg termary  Surgeons  for  undertaking  meat  inspection.

PT  BLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 


Public  Cleansing  is  crrried  out  through-out  the  District  with 
the  exception  of  outlying  farms  ;nd  cott'ges.  The  present  policy  is  to 
collect  from  all  premises  within  100  y^rds  of  the  road  on  the  usual 
lorry  routes.  If  people  living  outside  the  area  of  collection  bring 
their  refuse  bin  to  a point  on  the  route,  then  it  is  emptied.  Collection 
is  made  from  approximately  3,400  houses. 

Refuse  from  Sudbury  prison  and  the  Prison  Staff  houses  is  collected 
from  a central  compound.  It  has  to  be  shovelled  into  the  lorry.  The 
amount  of  refuse  collected  at  this  point  is  equivalent  to  that  of  200  houses. 

Arrangements  are  also  made  with  neighbouring  authorities  for  them 
to  collect  from  two  premises  on  their  routes. 

The  village  of  Brassington  has  a weekly  collection,  a 9 - 10  day 
collection  is  maintained  in  the  larger  villages  and  fortnightly  in  the 
small  hamlets  and  scattered  properties. 

During  the  summer  months  litter  is  collected  from  Dovedale  and  from 
various  caravan  sites. 

Holidays,  sickness  and  breakdowns  cause  a consideable  dislocation 
to  the  service  as  no  spare  men  or  vehicles  are  available.  To  a large 
extent  overtime  working  has  to  be  carried  out  to  meet  the  breakdown  of  the 
usual  routine. 

Having  rgard  to  the  above  prob1ems  and  after  considering  a feasibility 
report  produced  by  Local  Management  Services  and  Computer  Committee 
(li.A.M.S.A.C.)*  the  Council  agreed  to  carry  out  a work  study  scheme. 

It  is  proposed  to  improve  the  service,  to  provide  a weekly  collection  of 
refuse  in  Brassington  Hulland  Hard  -nd  Doveridge  -nd  a 7 - 0 day  collection 
elsewhere,.  The  scheme  is  expected  to  V in  operation  early  in  1972 

A new  35  cu  yd.  vehicle  was  urchesed  in  February  to  replace  an 
existing  vehicle. 

Refuse  Disposal 


All  the  refuse  is  brought  to  a central  tip  a Clifton,  owned  by 
the  Rural  District  Council,  and  which  is  used  by  the  Ashbourne  Urban 
District  Council  and  Uttoxeter  Rural  District  Council.  In  addition, 
Derbyshire  County  Council  use  it  for  disposal  of  road  sweepings  and 
surplus  road  material.  This  provides  ideal  covering  for  the  refuse  and 
some  hardcore  to  make  and  maintain  the  road  to  the  tip.  The  part  of  the 
old  railway  line  alongside  the  tip,  which  was  pruchased  in  1972  has  made  a 
suitable  road  for  vehicles  to  travel  to  the  tip  face. 

A track  Marshall  1100  tractor  was  purchased  in  February  to  replace 
the  tractor  lost  in  the  sewage  lagoon. 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out,  the  Code  of  Practice  is  not 
fully  complied  with  due  to  the  shortage  of  cover  material  for  the  refuse. 

On  three  occasions  there  were  attempts  to  break  into  the  tractor 
shed.  These  resulted  in  damage  to  the  building  and  loss  of  tools  and 
equipment.  The  two  fires  on  the  tip  are  thought  to  have  been  started 
by  vandals. 

Sewage  sludge  from  all  the  Council's  sewage  works  and  from  domestic 
septic  tamkks  within  the  district  is  discharged  into  lagoons  formed  on 
the  tip.  The  amount  of  sludge  delivered  to  the  site  has  increased  due  to 
the  Council  undertaking  to  empty  septic  tanks,  once  per  year  free  of 
charge . 
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Needless  to  say  this  sludge  is  draining  through  the  refuse  .--nd 
is  a contributing  f? ctor  to  the  poor  state  of  effluent  being  discharged 
from  the  tip.  In  order  to  improve  the  effluent  and  conditions  generally, 
the  several  deep  lagoons  which  have  neen  used  for  many  years  aid  which 
were  too  deep  to  be  effective  have  neen  filled  in  and  additional  drainage 
work  commenced.

A further  difficulty  is  that  when  the  statutory  notice  is  displayed 
on  vehicles,  this  acts  as  an  open  invitation  for  the  vehicles  to  be 
wrecked.

Facilities  for  the  deposit  of  household  refuse 


The  public  have  taken  little  advantage  of  being  allowed  to  deposit 
garden  refuse  etc  free  of  charge  at  the  tip.  I assume  that  this  is 
partly  due  to  allowing  an  unrestricted  number  of  dustbins  at  e~ch 
dwelling,  and  that  the  council  collect  all  house  refuse.  1194  deposits 
were  ms.de  on  weekdays  there  is  no  record  for  Sundays  when  the  tip  is 
closed . 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  most  urgent  parts  of  the  ■'‘'istrict  requiring  sewerrve  and  sewage 
disposal  are  Brailsford  Bridge  and  Ednaston.  It  is  oroposed  to  lay 
sewers  in  the  area  ~nd  to  pump  the  sewage  to  Brailsford  Sewage  Forks. 

These  works  are  to  be  extended  and  it  is  expected  tlrt  the  scheme  will 
commence  in  the  near  future. 

The  development  at  Brailsford  Bridge  and  Ednaston  wo  Id  allow  for 
limited  private  building  development  and  improvement  of  some  old  cottges. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  maintain  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Trent 
River  Authority  for  the  effluent  from  the  various  sewage  works.  In  the 
main,  this  has  been  accomplished  with  certain  exceptions.  At  Brailsford 
the  drainage  frcm  three  farms  carrying  over  120  head  of  stock  is  taken 
into  the  sewers,  and  during  the  winter  months,  the  effluent  falls  below 
standard. 

Difficulty  in  maintaining  suitable  effluents  ^as  again  experienced 
at  Hartington  and  Hognaston  Sewage  Works.  This  is  due  to  the  unauthorised 
discharged  of  oil  or  diesel  in  to  the  sewers. 

The  following  is  a short  resume  of  the  position  with  regard  to  the 
various  new  sewage  works. 

Thorpe 

These  works  are  now  working  to  capacity  and  before  additional  loads 
can  be  taken,  extensions  will  have  to  be  c rried  out.  The  works  are 
constructed  at  various  levels  on  a steep  baixk  side  The  extension  of 
these  woks  will  be  carried  cut  in  1972. 

Carsington  and  Hooton 

The  sewage  scheme  T ^s  completed  *nd  ep?rt  from  minor  difficulties, 
appears  to  be  satisfactory. 

Osmaston  end  Yeldersley 


The  contractor  for  this  scheme  got  into  financial  difficulties  .

A lergth  of  sewer  near  Hillock  Cottage  was  adopted  by  the  Council. 
Public  Conveniences 


The  groxrth  of  commercial  and  tourist  traffic  through  the  district 
is  creating  a need  to  provide  more  public  conveniences.  Conveniences 
and  a car  park  have  neen  provided  at  Thorpe.  These  conveniences  have 
facilities  for  disabled  persons. 
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Fifty-one  (5l)  premises  within  the  district  are  licensed  for  the  storage 
of  Petroleum  spirit. 

There  are  three  racing  tracks  in  the  district  on  which  various  forms  of 
motorcycle  racing  take  place.  It  is  usual  for  competitors  to  provide  their  own 
special  spirit  in  containers  of  up  to  10  gallons  from  which  the  motorcycle  tanks 
are  filled.  At  the  present  time,  there  appear  to  be  no  regulations  covering 
safety  from  fire,  etc.,  where  these  operations  are  carried  out. 

Having  regard  to  diesel  and  other  fuel  oils,  I again  express  concern 
that  there  are  no  regulations  to  control  the  siting  of  fuel  oil  storage  tanks  m 
private  property,  or  the  methods  of  cleaning  such  tanks.  Difficulty  is 
experienced  when  leakages  of  oil  enter  drains  and  sewers. 

Another  difficulty  experienced  is  by  "do-it-yourself"  motorists  and  lorry 
drivers  disposing  of  waste  oil. 


Damage  by  oil  at  the  sewage  works  is  considerable  and  although  Section  7 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  makes  it  a punishable  offence  , it  “difficult 
to  trace  oil  to  the  point  of  discharge,  and  then  prove  who  has  committed  the  01  fence. 


Flooding 

On  two  occasions,  flooding  occurred  in  Clifton.  The  most  serious  flood 
was  on  the  11th  August  when  12  houses  were  affected.  On  each  occasion,  the 
Bentley  Brook  has  overflowed. 

The  Trent  River  Board  have  been  consulted  regarding  the  feasability  of  a 
Flood  Warning  Scheme  and  Flood  Prevention  Work.  Temporary  arrangements  have  been 
made  regarding  Flood  Warning. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  regarding  the  drying  out  of  carpets  and  other 
household  goods.  Few  of  the  local  factories  have  space  available,  other  premises 
have  not  sufficient  heat  for  this  purpose. 

Traffic  control  is  a further  problem  during  times  of  flooding.  Tie 
matter  has  been  discussed  with  "the  Police  and  the  Deruyshire  County  Council 
Highways  Surveyor.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  we  shall  have  more  promp 
assistance. 


Four  caravan  sites  containing  135  caravans  are  licensed  by  the  local 
authority,  and  are  used  for  holiday  purposes.  In  addition,  there  aie  we  ve  si 
on  which  there  are  single  caravans  used  for  residential  or  holiday  purposes. 


Approximately  ten  sites  hold  certificates  issued  by  the  Camping  Club  of 
Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  or  other  exempted  organisations.  .In  addition 
to  which,  caravan  rallies  or  meetings  are  held  on  these  sites  at  various  times. 


The  growth  of  the  caravan  industry,  and  the  district  being  attractive  to 
tourists,  is  creating  serious  problems  of  overcrowding  on  all  the  sites.  Host 
sites  have  tents  in  addition  to  caravans  resulting  in  overcrowding  of  . 

accommodation,  poor  hygiene,  particularly  at  the  sanitary  accommodation,  and  m 
some  cases,  an  insufficient  water  supply  at  peak  periods. 

The  Council's  Bye-laws  are  not  adequate  to  deal  with  the  tents  and,  m 
my  opinion,  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  improved  legislation. 


On  two  occasions,  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  visited  the  district  and^ 
stayed  for  a short  duration.  Complaints  were  received  regarding  harassment  ox 
householders  for  water  supply,  the  foul  state  of  the  camps  and  the  litter  an 
unwanted  scrap  metal  mainly  from  car  bodies.  It  was  necessary  to  organise 
cleaning-up  operations  after  each  visit. 
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Swimming  Baths 


A privately  owned  swimming  pool  open  to  the  public  is  situated 
on  one  of  the  above  caravan  sites.  The  pool  is  generally  clean  and  is 
equipped  with  a chlorination  and  filter  plant.  To  date  no  water  samples 
have  been  taken  from  the  pool. 

New  Dwellings 

No  Council  houses  were  erected  in  1971.  The  total  number  of  houses 
erected  by  the  Council  is  recorded  as  396.

The  number  of  applications  for  grants  has  remained  comparable  with  last 
year's  figures.  The  inspection  of  houses  and  interviews  with  owners  and 
builders  regarding  various  application  takes  a large  percentage  of  the  depar 
time.

At  one  of  the  knackers  yards  in  the  district,  by 
arrangement,  only  dead  carcases  are  received  and  cut  up  for  use  at  the 
Hunt  Kennels  of  which  this  forms  part. 

The  second  knackers  yard  forms  part  of  a trout  farm,  and  by 
arrangement  some  condemned  meat  from  the  slaughterhouses  and  parts  of 
carcases  are  received. 

The  meat  produced  at  these  yards  is  for  their  own  use  and  none  of 
it  is  sold  or  removed  fro™  the  premises.

A considerable  quantity  of  the  meat  produced  is  retailed  outside 
the  district.  The  main  cause  for  condemnation  are  oedema,  unsound 
livers,  bruising,  injury  and  emaciation.  The  number  of  licenced 
slaughtermen  in  this  district  is  now  14,  572  visits  were  made  to  the 
slaughterhouses  to  enable  the  above  inspections  to  be  made. 

Standard  charges  were  made  for  meat  inspection  and  a total  of 
£663.41  was  received. 

Messrs.  Kay,  McMurtry  and  Harding,  Veterinary  Surgeons  carried  out 
meat  inspection  duties  throughout  the  year.  My  staff  continue  to  be 
responsible  for  slaughterhouse  hygiene,  and  other  inspections  which  are 
carried  out  at  various  times.

The  Council  workmen  treated  dwellings  free  of  charge.  Infestation 
of  rats  on  farms  were  treated  by  the  farmers  or  by  contractors. 

Sewer  infestations  were  treated  under  the  supervision  of  the  Officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  I would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  them  for  their  assistance.

Water  supplies  in  the  district  are  controlled  by  +he  South  Derbyshire 
Water  Board,  except  for  private  water  supplies  belonging  to  the  respective 
estates,  these  being  the  villages  of  Tissington,  Alsop~en-le-Dale , Hopton, 
Norbury,  Sudbury  and  part  of  the  village  of  Brailsford,

In  most  instances  the  dwellings  were  too  far  awa y from  mains 
supply  to  be  connected  at  reasonable  expense. 

Where  unfit  damples  were  found  attempts  were  made  to  chlorinate  the 
water  and  vo  clean  and  repair  the  well  tops  and  chambers.  In  all  cases 
people  were  advised  to  boil  the  v/ater  before  using  it  for  drinking  purposes. 

Two  (2)  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  Derbyshire 
County  Council,  Matlock,  for  analytical  purposes.  These  were  generally 
satisfactory.

The  following  observations  as  to  water  supplied  by  the  South 
Derbyshire  Water  Board  have  been  received  from  Mr.  I.G-.  Edwards,  Engineer 
and  G-eneral  Manager. 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  water.  A 
total  of  150  bacteriological,  5 chemical  and  11+2  partial  chemical 
samples  were  taken  from  consumers’  premises  during  the  year.  Of 
the  150  bacteriological  samples,  7 indicated  the  presence  of  colifos 
Further  check  samples  indicated  colif orm-f ree  waters. 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  derived  from  four  local  boreholes,  togethg 
with  a treated  water  from  the  Homesford  Treatment  Works.  The  latter 
water  is  supplied  in  the  parishes  north  of  Brassington  and  the  loci 
waters  to  the  south.  The  local  sources  are  as  follows  .-

(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply. 

(e)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses,  houses  a'ld  shops,  and  the  estimated 
population  is  shown  on  the  attached  list.  I have  no  record  as  tc 
the  number  of  houses  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes.
